T would hardly seem 
probable at this time 
that it would be pos- 
sible to discover an 
Official Air Mail 
flight that has been 

overlooked all of the years that 
collectors have been chasing air 
mail covers. A flight that has here- 
tofore been unknown to collectors, 
to cataloguers and to the philatelic 
press. 

This however is just what has 
happened. A few weeks ago a 
young man stated to the editor of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News that 
he had a letter that had come to 
Columbus from Cleveland several 
years ago on an airplane. He was 
urged to bring the letter down in 
order that it might be examined 
and its Value ascertained. 

Imagine if you can, receiving a 
cover that bore all the ear marks 
of a genuine flown cover, yet be- 
ing unable to find anything in the 
catalog that gave the faintest clew 
to its existence. 

A careful study of the American 
Airmail Catalogue failed to place 
the cover as one of the known or 
listed varieties. The cover was 
submitted to others and it was un- 
known to them. A final submis- 
sion of the cover to Mr. W. Irving 
Glover, Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter General brought the first au- 
thentic information concerning the 
cover and a copy of the letter from 
Mr. Glover is printed herewith: 


“I have your letter of April 3rd, 
enclosing airmail cover postmarked 
Airmail Service, Cleveland, O., 
June 30, 1923’ and requesting to 


be advised on what flight this was 
carried. 

“According to the records of this 
office, there was an authorized spe- 
cial flight from Cleveland to Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, on June 30, 1923, in 
connection with the dedication of 
Norton Field, Columbus, Five 
pouches of mail were carried on 
this trip which left Cleveland at 
1:00 P. M. and arrived in Colum- 
bus at 2:25 P. M. This was the 
first airmail carried into Columbus. 

Sincerely yours, 
W. Irving Glover, 
Second Asst. P. M. Gen.” 

A comparison of the cover with 
other varieties in the catalog per- 
mits a description of it that should 
be clear to everyone.

The postage rate was but 2 
cents, the envelope is a govern- 
ment envelope of the issue in use 
at this period. The cancellation is 
of the type as illustrated in the 
American Airmail Catalog follow- 
ing Number 176 under the listings 
of Official Government Flights. 
The cancellation however is Cleve- 
land rather than New York. 


The cancellation reads, “Air 
Mail Service— Jun — 30 —12 M— 
1923—Cleveland”. In addition to 
the cancellation there is a Wings 
Cachet in black, of the exact type 
as that illustrated on page 60 of 
the American Airmail Catalogue. 
On the back of the envelope is 
rubberstamped the words “FIRST 
AIR MAIL”, this is in gothic let- 
ters about three eights of an inch 
in height and is stamped in ma- 
genta. 

It is evident that the proper 
place for this variety in the cata- 
log is immediately following Num- 
ber 164 and as it so happens, 
Number 165 has been skipped in 
the Catalog so that this cover can 
fit into the proper place without 
altering or changing numbers. 

While the letter from Mr. Glov- 
er states that five “pouches” of 
mail were carried there is no in- 
formation available as to the num- 
ber of letters or parcels that were 
carried in the five pouches. If the 
use of the word pouches is correct 
and if the containers holding the 
mail were pouches instead of regu- 
lation mail sacks then the number 
of letters would probably be much 
less than if there had been five 
sacks carried. It is likely that the 
pouches would be smaller than 
sacks. 

Norton Field has been in active 
use since its dedication in June, 
1923. The field is about 5 miles 
due east of the center of the city 
and up to about a year ago was 
the only field of any consequence 
at or near Columbus. The field 
has been used for Army Flying as 
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it is very near the huge Army Re- 
serve depot that was built here 
during the late war. Prior to the 
inauguration of airmail service 
through this city on August Ist, 
last year, a new airport was open- 
ed on the west side of the city and 
it is at this port that the Airmail 
is received and dispatched from 
Columbus. 

The new municipal Million Dol- 
lar airport will be dedicated here 
about July 1st. This port will be 
used by the Pennsylvania Railway 
in its Coast to Coast Train-Plane 
system. The trains will stop 
alongside the airport and passen- 
gers bound west will transfer to 
the airplanes while planes from the 
west will deposit passengers here 
who will take trains for the east. 

It is doubtful if the mail service 
will be handled at this new port. 


The cover that has been describ- 
ed is therefore of great interest 
as it is the first of the air mail 
letters that were flown into Co- 
lumbus. While it is stated that 
there were five pouches on the

If 
there are collectors outside of Co- 
lumbus who have any information 
regarding this flight or copies of 
the covers that were carried on the 
flight the publishers of this paper 
would be glad to have the infor- 
mation.

NEW U. S. STAMPS 


Series Possessing Artistic Merit 
Among Proposals 


The Post Office Department is 
inviting suggestions regarding a 
proposal to issue a new series of 
stamps to replace present groups 
of portraits of Presidents, monu- 
ments, animals and scenic won- 
ders, it has just been announced 
by the Postmaster General, Walter 
F. Brown. 

Mr. Brown’s statement, regard- 
ing the issue, follows in full text: 

The suggestion has been made 
that we issue a new series of 
stamps, possessing genuine, ar- 
tistic merit and based upon some 
well-considered scheme, instead of 
the present conglomerate group of 
portraits of Presidents, and other 
statesmen, monuments, animals 
and scenic wonders. 

One scheme suggested would de- 
pict our national history in a 
series of pictures of notable 
events. Another scheme would 
depict our industrial development 
by a series emphasizing agri- 
culture, lumbering, mining, manu- 
facturing, fisheries and shipping, 
ete. 

Perhaps not to find the portraits 
of our glorious statesmen of the 
past on our stamps might be 
shocking to our people. Perhaps 
for a few years they would like 
a change that would combine 
novelty with artistic merit. 

e are inviting expressions 
concerning this suggestion from 
patrons of the Post Office Depart- 
ment.

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“Nebraska State Stamps 


Mr. Joseph J. Gloeb, publisher of 
the Precancel Bee of Omaha, Ne- 
braska, sends a letter bearing the 
first copies of the Nebraska State 
stamps that have been used from 
Omaha. The stamps will not be 
on sale at Omaha but are permit- 
ted to be used from there. Per- 
haps it will be of more interest to 
have Mr. Gloeb tell you about these 
stamps himself and for this reason 
his letter is printed in full. 

“Dear George:— 

I wanted to get this out on the 
special but I was too late to get 
the special cachet for a first day 
airmail but anyway it marks the 
early—or rather earliest date of 
the state surcharges for Omaha, 
unless someone else beat me to it. 
I had to get these from Fremont 
this A. M. and rush back to get 
them in the mails. 

I am using the 2 and 4c which 
were the only values obtainable. 
If you will note closely—I put on 
a pair of the 2c to show you— 
that the sizes of “Nebr.” vary on 
these overprints. I bought two 
sheets of the 2c and one sheet of 
the 4c but have only noted this 
variety on the 2c. One sheet of 
the 2c shows the larger letters in 
the fifth and sixth rows and the 
other sheet only in the fifth row. 
I don’t believe that two sizes of 
type were used—my idea is that 
these are curved plates and the 
larger types were caused by too 
much curve and stretching. Yet 
it seems funny that when I got the 
sheets at the P. O. they were both 
together and one sheet has two 
rows with the larger letters and 
the other sheet orily one row. The 
4c had no larger or “stretched” 
letters. Anyway they will consti- 
tute a variety.” 

Friend Gloeb must have been 
terribly excited when he was rush- 
ing this mail through for the enve- 
lope is marked both Air Mail and 
Special Delivery but has only 12c 
postage on it. It should have car- 
ried 15c, Five cents for air mail 
and ten cents for Special Delivery. 
The letter is canceled at Omaha at 
4:30 p. m., on May Ist and is 
backstampsd at Columbus at 6 a. 
m., May 3. We know it got spe- 
cial service for it was so delivered 
at our office and backstamping 
goes with special delivery service 
but there is no way of telling if 
the letter came by airmail. 

Regarding the variations in the 
size of the surcharge “Nebr.” I 
want to say that I have noted 
this same stretching of the letters, 
in height, on Bureau Precancels. 
I have before me a copy of the 1c 
value of New York, of the current 
type with the small gothic letters 
in which the measurement of the 


stamp from one bar to another is 
normal, the word “NEW” is nor- 
mal and the word “YORK” is a 
full three mm, high, the normal 
height being but two mm. In this 
stamp, the “N. Y.” is also slightly 
taller than normal. 

Mr. Gloeb states that he believes 
that the difference is due to curv- 
ing and stretching of the plates 
which are curved plates. It is also 
to be noted that in the last weeks 
issue of this paper there was an 
article which quoted a letter from 
Mr. Southgate of Washington who 
spoke of the use of curved plates 
in precanceling the Bureau Pre- 
canceled stamps. 

It is my belief that both of these 
statements or references to plates 
are wrong. I believe that the 
Bureau precancels and the State 
Surcharges are both applied to the 
stamps by the same method and 
that this method is the Liotho- 
graphic Offset printing. The litho- 
graphic Offset presses would per- 
mit of the varieties that are de- 
scribed above. If these varieties 
were caused by the stretching of 
the plates from being curved about 
a cylinder on the press, then the 
variety would be constant in any 
certain position but Mr. Gloeb 
states that of two sheets bought 
together that one sheet showed one 
row of tall letters and the other 
sheet showed two rows. 

The lithographic Offset process 
of printing the surcharges would 
permit of the appearance of just 
such varieties as have been des- 
cribed. 

If these stamps were prinied 
from plates or such as electro- 
types or stereotypes, it would un- 
doubtedly be possible to find va- 
rieties which would show traces of 
impression on the backs of the 
stamps which can not be found on 
Bureau Precancels thus showing 
that they are printed by other 
means. 

Lithographic Offset printing is 
done by imprinting on a rubber 
blanket fastened around a cylinder 
on the press and the print being 
made on the rubber blanket is off- 
set or transferred on to the paper. 
In the use of this rubber blanket 
for applying the imprint to the 
paper it can readily be seen that 
a stretching of the rubber blanket, 
caused by impression, could cause 
the stretching of the type imprint 
on the stamps. 


If there is a man in Washington 
who understands the various meth- 
ods of printing in a thorough man- 
ner it would be very desirable 
if this party could provide an ac- 
curate description of the method 
by which this imprinting is done.

Only 15 new items this week, 
makes a total of 1532 to date, not 
so bad. We have this week a new 
town Sauk Center, Minn. which 
never used precancels before, and 
will be rather hard to pick up. 

A hard one to pick up seems to 
be Cairo, Ill., le ordinary. I have 
had my copy about six weeks, and 
listed same under this heading in 
the April 8th issue, but up to date 
I have not seen it listed in any 
other paper. 

I have a letter from an old timer 
in the precancel game, Mr. Walter 
L. Gates of Teaticket, Mass. He 
takes exception to one of my ar- 
ticles in which I mention that the 
Springfield, Mass., Experimentals 
should be raised in the price be- 
cause very few could have been 
saved during the time issued as 
collectors did not know what they 


were. Let him speak in his own 
words: 

“The reason you people in Chi- 
cago did not get the Springfield 
stamps were because you did not 
take the New England Homestead 
or Orange Judd Farmer published 
by the Phelphs Publishing Co. nor 
did your druggist think it neces- 
sary to get their supplies from the 
Drug firm Sexton Pharmacy. I 
hustled around and got subscrip- 
tions so as to get Premiums, also 
got both A. C. Wilson and Pfeiffer 
Bros. to send to Sextons for drugs. 
Dr. Mitchell did the same and 
Adolph we had the stamps. 

Well this may explain why Dr. 
Mitchell does not put a higher price 
on these stamps, he got his while 
they were current and maybe has 
seen more of them than any other 
collector or dealer. But that 
doesn’t mean anything, let us not 
forget at that time there was not 
a Bureau Print craze, besides these 
stamps were first listed in Rotnem’s 
catalog under the ordinary varie- 
ties. 

When it was discovered that they 
actually were Experimental Bureau 
Prints, very few P. collectors 
took notice of it, some of them, 
and I must confess I was one of 
them, did not care to include them 
in the regular Bureau Print col- 
lection. Why I could have bought 
the entire set for a song from Fred 
Raff, but when I finally woke up 
and decided to include them, Fred 
had only a few varieties left. Ever 
since I have tried to complete my 
set regardless of what the stamps 
may cost but it seems to be impos- 
sible. Last August at the P. S. S. 
convention auction I picked up a 
seven cent for $16.30 cataloging 
only $4.00 in Mitchell’s catalog at 
that time, now $10.00. 

Two weeks ago the Rotnem 
Stamp Co. held their last Precan- 
cel auction. I was the lucky buyer 
of a 4e¢ and 10c Springfield, all I 
had to pay for them was 10c over 
the highest bid but they cost me 
a plenty. The 4c was $20.60 now 
cataloging $10.00 the 10c which was 
not even a perfect copy cost me 
$15.10 cataloging only $7.50. 

This plainly shows that the pres- 
ent catalog values are too low, 
those few that come on the market 
always bring double catalog or 
more. I still need the five, eight 
and nine centers to complete my 
set and if Dr. Mitchell thinks that 
the present catalog value is a plen- 
ty let him sell me these values or 
at least tell me where I can buy 
them at this price, better yet I will 
pay him double his catalog for 
those three stamps. Is this fair? 
This also applies to Friend Gates. 


Mr. Gates also writes: There is 
another statement I wish you would 
bring up to date. It was true in 
1925 that Bureau Prints stamps 
were perforated and gummed after

The paper on the roll went over 
a cylinder about 4 feet in diameter 
going the otherside or towards the 
end. First they were precanceled, 
gummed and after being perforat- 
ed they went in the Electric dryer. 

While standing there suddenly 
I saw a man take blue chalk— 
mark on a sheet, the machine was 
stopped and gum was put into cop- 
per, while this was being done, the 
perforating cylinder was taken off 
and another one was placed. When 
this was done, there was more 
chalking which showed where there 
was no gum on the stamps. If 
the gum had been put into the cop- 
per while the machine was going 
and spilled on the stamps they of 
course stuck as the heat came from 
below. The biggest problem was 
to dry the stamps not the gum- 
ming and perforating. Steam or 
rather moisture would gather at 
the top of the wooden doors and 
drop down with the result that 
they stuck together on the roll. 
Resistance coils were placed 
above and below, then the stamps 
tore apart. Inasmuch as they were 
moving at the rate of 12 feet per 
minute this tearing was not wel- 
come and as the temperature in- 
side was about 280 degrees they 
were not handled with barehands. 

Another thing Mr. Gates men- 
tions is that Sears Roebuck and Co.

This is 
the first Clark stamp that we have 
seen precanceled. The Rotnem 
catalog states that this town has 
provided many commemorative 
precancels which should be looked 
on with suspicion as having been 
made to order. In this instance 
we have visible proof that regard- 
less of why the stamps were pre- 
canceled they have been used for 
postage in a legitimate way.

Baltimore, Maryland 


The original order placing Balti- 
more on M. Route No. 19, 
was to become effective May 5th 
but on April 27th, the date was 
changed to May 6th. This is for 
the day service only. When Balti- 
more provides a suitable landing 
field, it will be included on the 
night flights over this route. 


Zeppelin Flight to America 


The next flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin to America was originally 
scheduled for May Ist, with the 
return trip from Lakehurst, N. J., 
on May 10th. New dates have now 
been announced and it is stated 
that the Zeppelin will leave Fried- 
richshafen on May 15, with the re- 
turn journey about the 25th of 
May. The postage rate on letters 
back to Germany will be 53c for 
postcards and $1.05 for letters, 
weight limit will not permit a 
bulky letter however. In one news 
dispatch, we note the postcard rate 
is quoted at 55c, so better make 
it 55¢ and be sure. Letters and 
cards can be mailed at your local 
postoffice, mark them “by Graf 
Zeppelin from Lakehurst, N. J.” 
and mail them at once to be sure 
of getting aboard. Weight limit for 
letters is *4 ounce. Registered mail 
will not be carried. 


St. Louis to New York 


A proposal is before the post- 
office department to establish a di- 
rect airmail line between New York 
and St. Louis. Pittsburgh is also 
mentioned as a possible stopping 
point on this route. 


Zeppelin World Trip 


As already known the Graf 
Zeppelin is expected to come to 
America about May 15th. It will 
then return to Germany and it has 
been announced that a trip would 
be made over here again in June. 
Then following the return to Ger- 
many a trip will be made over here 
in July. When the Zeppelin comes 
here in July it will leave America 
on its proposed around the world 
flight. The starting point of this 
flight will be from the Statue of 
Liberty in New York. It will fly 
direct to Friedrichshafen, Ger- 
many, where it will land, then pro- 
ceed to Tokio, Japan, from where 
it will go to Los Angeles or some 
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other Pacific Coast city and thence 
to New York. By making the 
start from this country the Ger- 
mans are evidently going to work 
the round the world flight on both 
the American and the German peo- 
ple for it is no doubt their plan 
when they arrive at New York on 
the last lap of the journey from 
the west, to proceed on to Fried- 
richshafen, Germany, as their final 
stopping place and in this manner 
they will have made the round the 
world flight from both America 
and from Germany. By this sys- 
tem they can knock off American 
collectors for a wagon load of mail 
and also do the same thing to 
European collectors. Truly a bril- 
liant idea and one that will help 
mightily in defraying the expense 
of the trip. 

What the cost of a letter on one 
of these flights will be has not yet 
been announced but if it is in pro- 
portion to the cost of the oversea 
flight from Germany to America 
you can look for a pretty stiff fig- 
ure and with the high rate there 
will be a much less number of 
letters carried with a_ greater 
chance for an increase in value. 

It is believed that this flight can 
be made in 21 days. The Zeppelin 
will carry a crew of 39 officers and 
men and passengers will also be 
carried. Lieutenant Charles E. 
Rosendahl of the U. S. Navy dirigi- 
ble Los Angeles has been invited. 


Miss Schafer Sends Hot News 


Miss Anna M. Schafer of Akron, 
Ohio, is probably one of the most 
enthusiastic Air Mail Cover collec- 
tors in the country. If we had a 
couple dozen other people who were 
as active in sending news items as 
Miss Schafer has been, we could 
list a great many more events in 
time for others to take advantage 
of them. Miss Schafer also sends 
us many clippings which we can 
not print because our policy so far 
as possible is to print items direct- 
ly relating to postal service via 
airplane or events involving the 
opening of new airports or new 
air mail routes.

Agua Prieta-Douglas, Arizona 


The dedication of the Interna- 
tional Airport at Agua, Prieta, 
Sonora, Mexico, and at Douglas, 
Arizona, which was planned as a 
joint dedication and which was 
postponed on account of the revo- 
lution in Mexico may be accom- 
plished soon. Mr. Ernest May of 
South Orange, N. J., sends a clip- 
ping from the New York Times, 
which states that the Mexican Fed- 
eral forces now hold the entire 
northern border of Mexico and 
with quiet along the Rio Grande 
and other points on the border, this 
dedication can be pulled off in a 
proper manner. If you have not 
sent covers for this dedication, it 
should be time to send them now 
for the announcement of the dedi- 
cation may be overlooked. 


Springfield, Ohio, Goes on the Air 


A clipping from the Columbus 
Citizen of this city, states that 
Springfield, Ohio, is the smallest 
city in the country now having 
regular air mail service. This 
statement does not seem correct 
when we consider it carefully. Air- 
mail service was started from 
Springfield on May 1st and more 
than 20,000 pieces of air mail and 
express packages were ready for 
delivery via airplane. Prior to the 
first flight out of Springfield, there 
was a program of air manouvers 
and Edward Schlee and William 
Brock, around the world flyers, par- 
ticipated. The volume of mail 
from Springfield was so heavy that 
an extra plane was added on the 
north trip. 

The cachet used was of the same 
design as used on this route from 
Cleveland to Louisville, when it was 
inaugurated last August. All of 
the Springfield letters we have seen 
bore the cachet in black. Covers 
from this flight were sent this of- 
fice by Mr. C. E. Nickles of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and by Mr. George 
A. Zimmerman, secretary of the 
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National Air Mail Society of Chi- 
cago, Ill. 

We saw a number of the Spring- 
field covers, which had been auto- 
graphed by the Postmaster. 


Tracy, California, Dedication 


Mr. George A. Zimmerman of 
Chicago sends a cover from the 
dedication of the American Legion 
Airport at Tracy, California, on 
April 26, 27, 28, 1929. The cachet 
is a wings with “Tracy Airport” 
as the hub and with the words, 
“American Legion Airport—Dedi- 
cation—April 26, 27 and 28—1929” 
below. The wings are stamped in 
violet and the balance of the cachet 
in blue. 


Japan Air Mail 


Official government service 
opened April 1st. Planes used are 
Fokkers, made within three miles 
of this office by the famous Dutch 
inventor, Anthony Fokker. The 
covers have Japanese characters 
meaning “Via Aeroplane” and have 
18 sen postage. The special cachet 
translated reads:— 


4th Year of Showa (1929) 
Aerial Post

Below this is Fukuoka or Tokio, 
as the case may be.

Night Flights

from Buffalo. The cachet is 
stamped in black and shows a 
plane flying through the night 
which is represented by a field of 
parallel lines. The field is cut by 
the rays of a beacon light. The 
inscription is “First Night Flight 
—C. A. M. No. 20—May ist, 
1929”. 

John Hartwig of Los Angeles 
sends a cover over the first night 
flight from Los Angeles. This 
cover is cancelled Los Angeles, 
May 1, 6:30 P. M. and was de- 
livered in our office May 3, at 1:30 
P. M. Just 43 hours flat from Los 
Angeles and that is going some. 
This cover has the cachet stamped 
in red. 

From George H. Jordan of Los 
Angeles we received a flock of five 
covers on the same flight, all of 
which were cancelled at Los An- 
geles at 6:00 P. M. on May Ist. 
Each of these covers from Mr. 
Jordan are marked with the cachet 
in a different color. One is in 
green, another red, another blue 
while the other two are in com- 
binations of red and blue and blue 
and green. 

The cachet used at Los Angeles 
is a circle with the inscription 
“First Flight—Night Schedule—

1, 1929—Los Angeles, California’. 








PERSIAN AIR MAIL ERRORS 


Mr. R. Y. Mottahedah of New 
York, states that there are sev- 
eral errors in the Third Issue of 
Persia Air Mail stamps. Mr. 
Mottahedeh says that a_ small 
quantity of the 1 shahi No. 1122 
has been found in yellow green, 
the color is commonly an emerald 
green, 

The 1 kran dull violet No. 1126 
has in every sheet, on the 86th 
stamp, in the surcharge, the 1 of 
1 Kr. inverted. 

The new olive green 10 shahi 
also has on the 85th stamp, in the 
surcharge, the 10 of 10 Ch. missing 
altogether. The fact that the val- 
ue “10” is entirely missing makes 
this stamp more interesting. The 
error however was discovered by 
the authorities and corrected be- 
fore the printing was completed 
and is therefore very rare.

Germany’s “Offices” ? ie 


The story of Germany with her 
offices abroad—zones of influence 
—ends in 1918 with the collapse 
of the empire. 

But Germany desired influential 
holdings in China, and, beginning 
in 1896 issued stamps surcharged 
“China”. The last of such issues 
appeared in 1906 to be used until 
1913-1915. 

The 1896 surcharges are in 
various positions. We find them 
straight across the bottom center; 
sometimes “China” appearing on 
both sides; sometimes vertically 
upward and downward as on the 
1900 series I mark value. 

Germany entrenched itself in 
the province of Shantung in 
China, which fell to Japan at the 
end of the World War. 

Germany was also in Morocco, 
where more than once she at- 
tempted to precipitate a war. 
Postally her debut came in 1899 
with “Morokko” over-prints on 
German postage. 

Five stamps appeared in 1899 
and were in use until 1911. Soon 
came the World War and Germany 
lost even her offices abroad. 

The only country today, which 
carries on “offices abroad” and 
surcharges stamps for that use, 
among those empires which the 
World War destroyed, is Russia. 
Soviet Russia continues the old 
Russian offices in Turkey and ex- 
erts her influence (even more so) 
in Mongolia where Tannou Touva 
has been carved as a Bolshevist 
soviet state of the USSR.

The 3 kopec value of the former 
Russian empire, shows us in the 
stampic design, the likeness of 
Czar Alexander III. He came to 
the throne in 1881, with the mur- 
der of Alex. II. He died in No- 
vember, 1894, after an illness. But 
he is preserved on stamps, as are 
many other men and women who, 
in array, form a very wonderful 
portrait gallery. 


I just gazed upon a 25 rubles 
stamp from what is now a Russian 
Soviet republic in the Caucasus, 
called Azerbaijan. For a_ time 
Azerbaijan was free, an_ inde- 
pendent republic; and it was the 
first Mohammedan republic in the 
world! The design of the stamp 
here shows the sacred Temple of 
Fire of Zoroaster. 








The most historic stamps are 
those which we call commemora- 
tives. They celebrate the Great 
Events of History. Here we have 
a Chile stamp, one of a series, cel- 
ebrating the liberation from Spain, 
and it shows the Battle of Chaca- 
buco, 1810. The stamp was issued 
100 years later (1910). 

The earliest date commemorated 
is by Germany (in 1925) cele- 
brating the annexation of the 
Rhineland in 925 A. D

There could be compiled from 
these many reports a fairly accu- 
rate estimate of the relative scarci- 
ty of the various number combina- 
tions. Roughly estimating it is 
clear that lower numbers are by 
far the more common. Very few 
have reported the plate numbers 
19740-41-42-43 and 19738-39. Al- 
most everyone has the lower num- 
bers. 

The question of their sale value 
has been asked of me many times. 
That can only be answered theo- 
retically by computing the relative 
numbers of plate blocks as com- 
pared to ordinary blocks. Actual- 
ly, I have a very good idea of their 
price, as I have had offers from 
all sections of the country and 
have been and am buying new 
varieties in an effort to complete 
the reference collection. Value de- 
pends on so many factors that it 
is not easy to make a definite 
statement. Scarcity sometimes 
means little, as the demand may 
be small. Witness the Hawaii and 
Molly Pitcher, both far scarcer 
than the Clark stamp, but anathe- 
matized by most collectors. 

Mr. Omer C. Thompson, Secre- 
tary of the Toledo Philatelic So- 
ciety reports two new and con- 
stant varieties in this stamp, both 
on the right pane of red frame 
plate No. 19721. Stamp No. 1 has 
the circle around the left figure 
2 broken, while stamp No. 29 has 
the ribbon scroll work broken 
above 1929. Both varieties easily 
visible without a glass. 

The continued interest in this 
most beautiful stamp may bring 
to light other varieties of interest. 
I will be glad to hear from anyone 
who has something of interest to 
report.
